W.M Ualpbnny. 
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The GovAriiiiiciit 'I'rii* 
to Alliei'iii. 

Mr. W. Halpeniiy, government ouido, 
who left on June lOtn, for Albcrtii 
with intending settlers and returned IMoii- 
day by the Daisy, reports as follows: At 
Nanaiino wo wont aboard the steamer U. 
Dunaniuir, which take3 ua to Qualiuuin. 
We Bleep aboard the Diiiisniuir, ua it coats 
no moro and wo are tluia enabled to go 
when the atoamor goes. Thia ia the boat 
way for travolera when on the way to Al- 
berni by the east coast. I might men- 
tion that we generally fit out in 
the grub line at Nanaimn. Since the 
arrival of the steam schooner Dolphin, 
on Juno 12tli, it is with pleasure I, 
can state that supplies can be had at Mr. 
\V. P. Say ward's store, down at the steam- 
boat landing, but if another steamer does 
not come fur one month inure Mr. Say- 
'ward'a store will be quite out of aorta 
again, which will make it quite inconven- 
ient for the settlers, as they have no 
other store to i^o to. The schooner arrivtd 
about three hours ahead of our party, 
having left thirteen hours behind ua; so 
I cannot help saying that the west coast is 
the best route to the new and tlonrinhing 
settlement of Alberni. Now, I mean 
fiouriahing settlement, from the very fact 
that every time I return to the selllenient 
I see new cabins, now clearings started, 
new surveys and locations made. I am 
also pleased to be able to state that the 
new settlement has been graced with thu 
presonoe of two fine ladies, who have just 
Oume in. The ladies alluded to are Mrs. 
Ammund and Mrs. A. A. Cooper. It 
would be (juite encouraying to the sottlera 
to note the arrival of iimre married ladies, 
Su far there are only seven ladies in the 
settlement, the total of aettlora number- 
ing about aoventy-live. It can bo seen 
that this number of settlers roproavnt 
about 12,000 acres of picked land in the 
Alberni valley, and 1 believe there are 
thousands of acres yet to be had equally 
as good as those taken up. I epeak.from 
what I saw on my last trip up the valley, 
in company with two young men in search 
of farina, Mr. Richard Russell and Mr. 
William Swanson. We tr.ivoled ei^ht or 
nine miles further up the valley than I 
had ever been before, thu nioHt uf the last 
eight or nine miles being ahmg a branch 
of the Sumas river, in a westerly direc- 
tion. There can be four tiers of lots all 
.along our mute up this branch, and per 
haps five tiers uf lots. Messrs. Russell 
and Swanson hurriedly ataked off a 
farm each in thia upper 'valley, about 
four niilea above all the other sottlera, 
with the strong iinpresaion on their minds 
that they had found two of tlio beat farms 
yet located in the valley. They have gut 
about twenty-tive acres each of open 
beaver meadow, where they can cut hfiy 
tons of beaver liay this auinrner if they 
want lo. I might say that 1 holped to 
stake oil' a farm for Capt. Buoknani on 
the sunny side of Sproat's lake. The 
captain liaa got a very pretty lucatiua. 
Tllere is only one mure very dosirablo 
luoation on that side of Sproat's lake, but 
back in the rear of those front lots there 
is plenty of good, rich land, aoino of it 
better than the front. Mr. G. A. Smith, 
C E., it Uro., and Mr. J. .J. Bristoo and 
partner Mr. A. A. Cooper, and Capt. S 
■W. Bucknam have the prettiest fronts 011 
Sproat lake. In conclusion, I will men- 
tion that on Thursday, the 23d inst. , 
Messrs. Russell, Swanson and myself ar- 
rived up to where Mr. .Vines, A. Cooper 
and family are camped, on their new 
farm on Sproat lake. Tliey are living in 
a tent, with a cook-stove set up outside, 
which is only to be for a few dnys till 
they get up their new house. The cook- 
stove being so exposed to the wind up 
and down the lake, Mrs. Cooper had a 
very narrow escape fur lier life, lier 
clothes catching lire on the above date. 
She just stooped down to turn some bread 
in the oven when the back of her dreaa 
caught fire, and in five seconds she was 
enveloped in one sheet of tlaino. Mr. 
Cooper tried to put it out with his bare 
hands but got badly burned in the at- 
tempt. Then ho throw a heavy blanket 
around her, but that did not stop it, so 
Mr. Richard Biaaell had the presence of 
mind to propose to pick her up and run 
to the lake with her; it was only forty 
Ifcet to the lake. It was only about one 
..quarter of a minute from iho time Hho

y^JS FISHERIES. 

Two pftragraphs reapectiiag the present 
position of the fishery queatioir appear in 
this issue. The government of Canada 
and the United Stiitea have made an ar- 
rangement whicli is to hold good for six 
months. By the terms of that agreement 
all restrictions on the siibjecU of either 
country liahiiij,' in the respective waters 
are auaponiled until the close of the pre- 
BQut tishing season, tlic president of the 
United States pledgiiiK himself to bring 
the whole matter before congress at its 
next session in December and reconunond 
thei appointment of a jftint commission. 
It is to be regretted that the arrangement 
is not reciprocal — that the United States 
government, while accepting this impor- 
tant concession at the hands of Canada, 
has not suspended the collection of cus- 
toms duties on Canadian tiah. Hon. 
Peter Mitchell raised this point in the 
house of commons on the "iStii ult. , wlion 
the following discussion (aa reported in the 
Globe) took place : 

Mr. Mitchell— 1 desire to aak the 
prime minister a question respocling a 
matter which affects tho interests of thu 
whole of the raaritiuie provinces, iis well 
as, to a less extent, perhaps, Quebec and 
Ontario. It is of vital importance, ea- 
pocially to the trade of my own county 
(Northumberland, N. H ) I speak with 
rehition to the position our fishermen will 
be in on the lat of July. We learned 
that negotittliuna were under way with a 
view to securing reciprocity locally be- 
tween the United States iiiul the Domin- 
ion. We learned also that aometliiiig had 
been done with reference to the poaitimi 
our fisheries are t(j occupy after the lat of 
July. 1 am informed, and I believe the 
information to be correct, that the gov- 
ernment have issued a notice that the 
duties on fresh fish and other articles ex- 
empted under the existing treaty would 
bo resumed. As there are hundreds of 
thousands of dollars engaged in the trade 
in my county, we should not bo loft

to find what position our 3hii)pera are in. 
I am not ipiite sure that I rightly undor- 
atood the premier, but it was said the 
government of Canada was prepared to 
suspend the exclusive rights which tliey 
might have in relation to the fisheries. It 
was suggested lost year by myself, and 
the suggestion mot with the approval of 
the members of the nppusition, that in 
view of the proposed repeal of the reci- 
procity treaty and the po-saihility that no 
other arrangement would be made, it was 
necessary that llie guvernment should 
take a vote of money for the purpose of 
establishing some protection in regard to 
our fisheries. The prime minister did nut 
accept the suggestion, and 1 am not sure, 
and the country is not sure, whether any 
steps have been taken to protect the in- 
terests of Canada after the ttealy expires. 
It is true that arraiiirLMiioiils are being 
made with a view to reciprocity, they are 
arrangements which, if carried out on a 
fair basis, will be hailed with aatiafaction 
from one end ul the Dununion to the 
other. If as part of the arriiiigeineiit 
Americans are to be permitted for six 
ntociths to use our fisheries as before, it le 
only right the government should ask the 
American government to auapetid the du- 
ties on fish for the same time. Perhaps 
they could not do that whou congress is 
not silting, but they should be asked to 
agree to pay back to our fiahormen the 
moneys collected. 

KN<.iiiiKi.N<i 
constantly from me and others about this 
matter, and it ia well that some public 
announcement should be made in relation 
to it. It Would be well that the people 
should have some assurance that their 
toreata .will be protected. It should not 
be left to the last moment. 

Sir John Macdonald — I am ncjt in a 
position to give any other information 
than that I gave the other day with res- 
pact to the imposition of duties. No ar- 
rangement is made. The law of the Uni- 
ted States impiises certain duties on for- 
eign fish. Those duties were suspended 
under the treaty of Washington, but no- 
tice has been given to do away with the 
fiaheriea articles of that treaty, and every- 
body knows that the purpose of doing 
that was that Canadian l5sh mip^ht no lon- 
ger have free access in the American mar 
ket. There can be nu surprise in the 
maritime provinces on that point, for wo 
all know that tho notice is given in order 
to roimpose the duties on Canadian fish. 
The duties will be changed by tho Ameri- 
can governmenc on Otttiadiftn fish. There 
is no doubt about that, ua I mentioned 
when this matter was before tho house on 
a former occasion. Her .Majesty's gov- 
ernment has been asked to give permia- 
eion to lay llio papers before this houao. 
The answer has been delayed, no doubt 
by che change of government in England, 
but I am in daily expeetatiuu of an an 
awer, and as soon as it is received, the 
papers, which are all ready, will be laid 
on the table.

The assize and county courts here have 
risen, and the Chief Justice and staff left 
Farwell this morning for the east crossing 
of the Columbia on tho other side of the 
Selkirks, where a court has to be held on 
the Und J Illy. His Lordshi|) liaa won 
golden opinions from every one here bj- 
his judicial learning and personal kind 
neas. Mr. Irving conducted the crown 
basiness very satisfactorily. The registrar 
of the court, Mr. Hughes, was what every 
one knows him to be, business like and 
atlable, and the worthy ualior contributed 
by his experience to the success of the 
proceedings. Every thing went otT atl- 
mirably, without .i sin^^le hitch. The 
juries were intelligent and cireful, tho 
witnesses on hand, and the audience very 
orderly and respectful. Sir Matthew ex 
pressed hia uiuiiialified Lnitisfaction with 
the proceedings, and I'ore wiuioa;! to the 
prevailini; iiuietiiess and order, and the 
remarkable abaence of drunkeniiL'sa. 

Tho county court l)ii»iiK'aa conaisted 
chiefly of appeals from convictions in 
licpior-selling eases. An appeal from i\Ir. 
Sproat's deciaion was dismissed with costs. 
The aupeals from convictions by Mr. 
Johnson, J. 1'., ivero held over for coii- 
aideration, as they involve grave coiiati- 
tutional queation.'i. 

The only assize court case was the trial 
of William Brown for murdering a wo- 
man with whom he had liwd on the C.I'. 
R. line 20 miles east of Farwell. The two 
aeemed to have lived unhappily, and both 
were addicted to drink. Mr. Irving jjros- 
ecuted with jiidi;iiient and moderation, and 
jMr. Spragge, an t)iitario barrister, was 
permit teii to defend by the chief justice. 
The evidence was entirely circumstantial, 
and the jury reduced the crime to man- 
alaugliti'r with a Htrong recoiniiiondatioii 
to mercy. The scnionci! wa^ two years 
hard labor. 

S|)roule, of Kooteuay Lidie, aceiiscd of 
inurdcring Mr. llaininill, has been arrest- 
ed. He has not yet been sent here, but 
may be sent to the first crossing. Tho 
evidence against Sproule ia said to bo 
weak, so far aa known. 

Tho benta of tho temporary bridge over 
the Columbia between two of the |iier.i 
were carried aivay a few days ago by a 
large tree, and trathc stooped, but repairs 
are now progressing. 

Ono man waa killed and five wounded, 
more or less aeriously, by a drdliag ex 
ploaion on Holt's contract Woik a few 
miles east of this place. 

A petition goei ilowii to muke Karwell 
into a city, which every ono agrees is de- 
sirable. The people take a lively interest 
in tho future mining metropolis. They 
have appointed a niglitwatcliman, and 
have subscribed largely to improvu Front 
street. 'I'he Dominion police arc the 
chief disturbers ui the peace of this dis- 
trict. But for theit [mrtiul, irregular and 
oppressive proceedings, everything would 
go on quietly in the old British Columbia 
fashion, and with a better result for all 
concerned. }

Three Weeks' Hard ' WorK 
Handlini; the AVcalth In the 

Treasury. 

The committee appointed to count 
the money in the United States trea- 
surer's office here have reported ex 
United States Treasurer Wyman's 
statement of assets to bo correct, writes 
a Washington correspondent. 

Forty exjjcrt counters anil as many 
clerks, who knnt the records, were at 
work nearly^three weeks counting the 
paper money, bonds, etc. A dozen 
clerks and na many laborers wore at 
work for a week or ton days counting 
the gold and nilver coin in the vaults. 

The spncie lifuulled aggregated near- 
ly SI 2,000,000 -about 9,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars,8500,000 minor silver coins 
and §2,500,000 in gold coin. The sil- 
ver co'n weighed about 270 tons, and 
the gold about four tuid a half ton8. 
This hard money strictly speaking, was 
not counted, l)ut weighed. The silver 
dollars, when originally placed in the 
vaults, were put in bags, each contain- 
ing §1,000, coin and bag weighing 
fifty-nine and one-fourth pounds. The 
gold was in bags containing §5,000 
each and weighing eighteen and one- 
half pounds. An actual count by piece 
wa.-> only made of a few bags on the 
start, to ascertain the proper and exact 
weight of a bag of §1,000 in silver or 
$5,000 in gold, and afterward of such 
bags as were not saiisfactory in 
weight. Very few bags, either of silver 
or gold, fell short of the standard 
weight, and in such instances actual 
count sliowi'd the rP(]uired number of 
coins, but with a few of them sulHci- 
ently abraded to account for the detici- 
ency in the weight of the bag and con- 
tenta When the last bag was weighed 
and the record footed up not a cent was 
missing. 

The paper inonev and higcuritics 
handled included a reserve fund of 
nearly S 161,000,000, made up of §31,- 
000,000 in United States notes, §104,- 
000,000 in gold certificates, and about 
> §29,000,000 in silver certificates, also 
interest checks anil couponds aggregat- 
ing $8,000,000 unissued clearing-hou.Mo 
certificates amounting to .?55,000,000, 
and bonds and coupons amounting to 
$345,000,000, a total of §572,000,- 
000, which, added to the .'512,000,000 
in coin, make §58-1,000,000. 

The count of the paper and securities 
was as satisfactory a.s that of the coin. 
Every item of [)aper a.ssets. United 
States notes, bonds, gold and silver 
certificates, were examined and counted 
peice by peice.

The vessel John Hallantyne, used to 
Store dynamite in Hole Haven, Qan- 
vey Island, on the soutii coast of Es- 
sex, has sunk at her moorings with 50 
tons of the explosive aboard. Other 
vessels are novv steering wide of the 
spot. 

At Ramsay, England, in a quarrel 
between two laboring men one instant- 
ly killed the other by hitting him with 
his fist behind the ear, rupturing a 
blood vessel of the brain. In another 
fight in a London suburb one person 
hit another on the throat, also killing 
him instantly. 

A Welsh farmer named A mm Lewis, 
of Llanharran, near Pencord, has died 
at the age of 100 years. He enjoyed 
excellent health throughout his life, 
and up to November last he was able 
to follow his duties on the farm. When 
in his 97th year he, with his erandson 
mowed four acres of grass in one day. 

Some peat mo.ss which was recently 
exhumed near Dunfries, Scotland, was 
found to contain seeds of plants dating 
from pre historic tinius. Thcv were 
planted, and at once began to >gerniin- 
Qte after a slue]) of ages. So, at least, 
say the Soctch |)apers, but this is doubt- 
less one of their grim jokes. 

A shocking occurrence is reported 
from Oardonagh, in county Donegal, 
Ireland. While a nuuiber of cars pro- 
ceeding to an eviction were passing the 
house of a laborer named Gill the man 
and his wife ran out to see the force of 
police, and during their ahKenci: a sow 
attacked three little cbildn-n who had 
been left in the house, and before as- 
sistance could be rendered the ears and 
cheeks of all three had been devoured. 
Although the chihlren su.stained fright- 
ful injur ie!S, they are likely to recover. 

At Hull a young woman named Isa- 
bella ILenson went to the police sta- 
tion and stated that she had hanged 
her sou. On the police going to the wo 
man's house the boy was found sus- 
pended from the ceiling by a piece of 
clothes-line. He was dead, and it ap- 
peared that the woman had given the 
child a long <lro[). and had thus |iro(luc- 
ed instantaneous death. The woman 
was medically examined, but there was 
nothing to indicate in.sanity, and hav- 
ing boon brought before the rnagis- 
Btratcs she was remanded. 

In a French town in which the tele- 
gra])h wires are laid underground, a 
telegraph line was interru[)ted. The 
workmen pulled out the wire and re- 
paired it, but then discovered that they 
could not pass the wire through the 
pipe, by means of which they could 
])ull the telegraph wire back into 
])lace. A laborer, however, found an in-' 
genioua way of avoiding the difficulty. 
He caught a mouse and tied to its tail 
a very slender wire. Then he put the 
mouse in the pipe. At first the mouse 
refused to submit to what it perhaps 
regarded as an indignity, but when a 
big cat was brought, the mouse ran for 
dear life through the pipe, dragging 
along the slender wire, by means of 
which the workmen pulled the tele- 
graph wire through.
